Back in the 1840s this business of 
taking children from the very poor 
and from orphanages to sell them to 
manufacturers was a private business 
carried on in connivance with ‘local 
officials; now it is under the direc- 
tion of the government and has the 
cooperation of trade unions. Says 
the International Federation of 
‘Trade'Unions Bulletin. 

“It is recorded, that the official 
transfer began in.1928, but, that it 
was limiteg to the distressed mining 
areas, since then there has been a 
gradual extensien of the scheme to 
other industries. In 1934 about 5,000 
juveniles were transferred to other 
parts of the country, in 1935, 10,000 
and in 1936 more than 14,000." 

The Ministry of Labor regulations 
and some trade union. sypervision 
tend to restrain unlimited, exploita- 
tion of these young people and tho 
unions aré asking that none unde 
the age of 16 years be “transferred.

Just’ how these fruit ranchers will 
go about supressing violence may be 
learned from a review of the events 
of 1933 in Yakima, where a similiar 
Peace-promoting farmers’ organiza- 
tion caused a stokade to be built in 
which workers, who made an or- 
‘ganized protest’ against low wages, 
were imprisoned, for four months. In 
their zeal to suppress violence they 
armed themselves with clubs and 
Pickhandles ard stormed a peaceful 
picket line of striking workers: 

On the occasion of this unwar- 
ranted attack at Condon's ranch the 
pickets, remembering the record of 
brutality the Yakima employers had 
made for thembdlves on @ similar 
occasion in-1922, wrested clubs from 
the hands’of the attacking vigilantes 
and defénded themselves. Several of 
the vigilantes were -hurt and one 
went to the hospital for a good long 
stay. The workets were later ar- 
rested and charged’ with violating 
number pf the masters’ laws.  ” 

As fof this new “protective” as- 
sociation which ‘now includes’ the 
|farmers of Chelan; Manson; Entiat, 
Leavenworth, . Peshastin, “Dryden, 
Cashmiere, Monitor, and Wenatchee, 
it is clear that it can have no other 
object thar’ to- fight against every 
yeffort: of the workers, to improve 
their lot in this district.
